when ordered to, and iu regard to throwing 
stones, some said I was right and left, but 
others cursed me. 
I noticed some of them 
had been drinking. 
I left and a couple of 
hours later the agent of the road told me that 
about 50 0 men were congregated about a coal 
train and that deputies would be needed to 
take it. 
Getting all the men I could together 
nine of us went up to the train. 
There were 
fully 300 people congregated there, 200 on 
one side and 100 on the other. 
WTe were in 
the Louisville & Nashville and they at the j 
Market street crossing. 
WTe rau the train 
through all right, but after we got it through 
the trouble commenced. 
A fellow called out 
to Sam J ones—he is one of the deputies:— 
“ You G— d— red-headed----- , we don t ai- 
in I low you to live to get out of town.” 
I ar- 


fore it hroke out into a blaze. 
The car was 
in the center of a train and burned slowly and 
was entirely consumed. 
Not a swiich engine 
was moving, and if any wind had been blow­ 
ing a disastrous conflagration would have oc­ 
curred.

BRUTES AMONO CHRISTIANS. 


T h e H o rrib le T o rtu re o f a C h ild in C iv ilized 
F r a nc e . 
A Paris dispatch to the London 
Xrtr* says: 
A horrible case of child torturo was tried on 
Saturday before the Seine assize court. 
The 
accused parties were two Spaniards—Gonza­ 
les and Vega—whose calling is to speculate 
on public charity thtough the instrumentality 
of mutilated children. The special charge 
against them was having—with vitriol or some 
other corrosive fluid—made artificial sores on 
a boy named Manuel Santon. They were 
denounced by the landlady of a low lodging 
house named Cabrollier. 
In the month of 
May, 1885, Vega, with a woman named An­ 
tonia Rodrigues and seveml children, the 
youngest of whom was Santon, came to her 
premises in a showman’s van. 
They hired 
of her the right to live in this vehicle 
in her yard. 
The 
children 
were sent 
out every day to beg, and often had 
to stay fourteen hours prowling about the 
streets. 
One of them, aged 9, was twisted 
into a position on a board set on rollers to 
simulate a cripple. Three grown-up persons 
held, twisted and strapped him on the board, 
which had on it a covered pad. This child 
became nearly paralyzed, and was often left 
black and blue from thrashings. 
The land­ 
lady one day when he was by himself in bed 
took him out of the van, and found that he 
could walk, although losing the use of his 
limbs. His owners caught her, and beat the 
boy mercilessly for having obeyed her in 
getting out of bed. 
In the month of June 
her other tenants were kept awake by the 
cries of Manuel Santsc n, but were too 
much afraid of the Spaniards to go and 
ask what it was that made him scream. Mine. 
Cabrollier went. The child said that he had 
cramps, but she saw that his arm was in a 
sling and bound up. rWatching her oppor­ 
tunity she was able suddenly to examine the 
member, and found on it a horrible wound 
like a cancer of great size. 
Sho wept from 
pity. The young Manuel thou told her that 
last year his leg was burned in the same wa}* 
at Montauban, and that a little leprous girl, 
dressed as a boy, who bad been similar treat­ 
ed, was abandoned there.

American game of base ball is a sport re­ 
quiring the trained skill of manly athletes to 
excel in it. 
The development of base ball 
in the Cnited States has quite an inter, sting 
history. It first appeared in the Atlantic 
coast cities 
in the 
form 
of 
an 
im­ 
proved 
phase 
of 
“rounders” 
known 
as 
“town 
ball” 
and 
about 
the 
oldest town ball club in the country was tho 
Olympic, of Philadelphia, which was first or­ 
ganized in i 833. The game was also known 
in New England towns about that 
perio d but 
not to the extent of its being played by any 
special clubs. 
Afterward, however, it was 
modified somewhat and became a recognized 
eastern states field sport, under tho distinc­ 
tive title of “The Massachusetts game,“ the 
difference between town ball of the Philadel­ 
phians and the “Yankee game" lying chiefly 
in 
the delivery of the ball to the 
bat 
and size and weight of the ball used. 
The 
pitcher in town ball was only allowed to toss 
or pitch the ball to tho bat, while in the “ Mas­ 
sachusetts game” throwing the ball to the 
bat 
w*as 
the 
custom; 
the 
in 
“town 
ball” 
was 
ten 
inches 
in circumference and weighed six ounces, 
while in the “Massachusetts game” the ball 
was not more than half that size or weight 
besides which smaller bats were used in the 
latter game. 
Ten or twelve years after the 
organization of tho Olympic club in Phila­ 
delphia, a still further advance in the devel­ 
opment of base ball began to be made two or 
three base ball clubs springing into existence 
in New York in 1845 prominent among 
which was the Knickerbocker club, the Nes­ 
tor of the national game in the metropolis. 
The organization of the Knickerbocker club 
in itself presents a brief but interesting chap­ 
ter. 
As early as 1842 some of the votaries 
of the

it was that the old club may be said to have 
been born. 
A year afterward the advance of 
the city’s boundaries obliged the bail players 
to change their field to the vacant grounds on 
Murray Hill. When this latter locality be- 
came untenable from the advance of resi- 
.1 mces uptown tho players emigrated to Ho­ 
boken and prospecting for a 
permanent 
place for settlement the}* selected the south­ 
ern end of the Elvsiau fields, and in 1845, 
after playing on their new grounds during 
the summer, the Knickerbocker base ball 
club became a permanent organization, the 
date of the adoption of the club playing rules 
being Sept. 23 of that year. 
By way of showing the contrast between 
the old rules of the gamo in vogue thirty 
years ago and those of the modernized and 
perfected game we give below the first code 
of rules adopted bv the Knickerbocker club in 
1845: 
Section 1. The bases shall 
be

first to third base forty-two paces equidistant. 
Sec. 2. The game to consist of twentv-oue 
counts or aces, but at the conclusion an 
equal number of hands must be played.

] missed, and the last one caught, is a hand 
I out: if not caught is considered fair and the

A ball being struck, or tipped, 
: and caught, either flying or on the first bound, 
is a hand out. 
Sec. 7. 
A player running the bases shall 
be out if the ball is in the hands of au adver­ 
sary or on the base or the runner is touched 
by it before ho makes his base: it being uu- 
derstood that in no instance is a bail to be 
thrown at him. 
Seb. 8. 
A player, running, who shall pre­ 
vent an adversary from catching or getting 
the ball before making his bai» e, is a hand 
out. 
Sec. 9. If two hands are already out a 
player running home at the time a ball is 
struck, cannot make au ace if the striker is 
cattghi out. 
Sec. 10. Three hands out, all out. 
See. 1 1. Players must take their strike in 
regular turn. 
Sec. 12. No aee or base can be made on 
a foul strike. 
Sec. 13. A runner can not be put out in 
making one base when a ball is made by the 
pitcher. 
Sec. .14. But one base allowed when the 
ball bounds out of the field when struck. 
Prior to the adoption of this code of rules 
a base-runner could only be put out if he was 
hit by the ball thrown at him while running 
from base to base. The New York club rules 
of the Knickerbockers of 1845, governed the 
game in the metropolis up to the year 1857, 
when the then existing clubs—prominent 
among which were the Knickerbockers, Goth­ 
am, Eagle aud Empire, of New York ; the 
Excelsior, Putnam, Atlantic, Eckford and 
Continental, of Brooklyn ; and the Harlem 
and t nion of Morrisania—met together in 
convention in May and organized a “ National 
Association of Base-Ball Players.” 
The new code of playing rules adopted by this 
association in 1857 was another step in the 
evolution of the game toward perfect devel­ 
opment. The “New York game"—as the game 
as played under the association rules was then 
called, in contradistinction to the Philadel­ 
phia towuball, and the Eastern, Massachu­ 
setts or New England game—made rapid 
strides in popular favor during 1858 and 
1 859. But it was left to the Excelsior club 
of Brooklyn to give an impetus to the increas­ 
ing popularity of baseball, and this was done 
by the two grand tours this club made in 
1800, the first through the western cities 
of New York state, and the second through 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. 
lu fact, it 
may be said that our American game started 
on its voyage of life in 1 StiO, for its previous 
existence had only amounted to a series of 
trial trips, as it were, preparatory to its pop­ 
ular invasion of the Americanized portion of 
the western world. 
What the Knickerbocker 
club did in the earlier period of the history 
of the game in establishing base ball on a 
permanent basis, the Excelsior club followed 
up ‘by their successful effort to extend its 
popularity. The advent of the then noted 
Excelsior club nine in tho cities of Albany. 
Troy aud Rochester, aud afterward in Phila­ 
delphia and Baltimore, not only spreading 
the fame of that club far and wide, but 
in popularizing the 
sport, 
accomplished 
in oue year what a whole decade of ordinary 
wo rk would not have done. 
One result of 
this tour was a large addition to the number 
base ball clubs outside of the metropolitan 
home of the game, as was shown by the in­ 
crease in the list of members of the National 
association from twenjy-five clubs iu 1858 
to eighty odd clubs in 1801, the year follow­ 
ing the tours of tho Excelsior club. 
The of­ 
ficers of the first national association elected 
in 1858 were as follows: President, William 
II. Van Cott: first vice-president, Dr. J. B. 
Jones; second vice-president, Thomas S. Da- 
kin; recording secretary, J. Boss Postley; cor­ 
responding secretary, Theodore F. Jackson; 
reasurer, E. H. Brown. 
The playing rules of the game adopted 
by the National 
association 
in 
1858 
were crude and incomplete as a whole, 
though they sufliced for tho purposes of the 
half-organized style of play in vogue at that 
period. In the ‘ first place, the regulation 
ball was too heavy and too cumbersome for 
really skillful fielding, its legal dimensions 
admitting of a weight of six and a quarter 
| ounces and a circumference of ten and a 
quarter inches, an ounce heavier and au inch 
larger than ihe ball now in use.
